Claim 19. (previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound 
according to claim 8 and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

Claim 20. (previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound 
according to claim 9 and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

Claim 21. (previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound 
according to claim 10 and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

Claim 22. (previously presented) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, 
comprising the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 8. 

Claim 23. (previously presented) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, 
comprising the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 9. 

Claim 24. (previously presented) A method for the therapy of pain in a warm-blooded animal, 
comprising the step of administering to said animal in need of such therapy a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound according to claim 10. 
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
